Delicate Operation 
Upon llie 


JFj/c.-Anothet delicato surRioal operation 
was executed at tho Cenlral Surgical In- 
stitute on yesterday. Tho patient upon 
whom tho operation WM performed was 
Mr, Walter Turner, living near Niantic, 
who for twenty years bat been troubled 
with a spasmodic contraction of the raui- 
clci controlling tho eyo brows and lldi, and 
for the put throo year» the contraction ban 
jcen so positive as to causotue involuntary 
closing ol the eyo upon the leait oxpoiuro to 
tho light, thereby rendering him partially 
blind. To obtain relief it was necessary 


reach tho supa-orbital nerve and cut 


out so much of it at might be necciury to 
overcome tho difficulty. 


Tho operation was performed by making 


an incision Just above tho eyelid and over 
the ball of sufllolcnUiiU! to admitof observ- 
ing tho nerve and handling itwllh tho pro- 
per instruments, and as tbo trouble to be 
overcome adhered to both oyos, of .course 
two incisions wore necessary. When the 
incisions bad been made and Iho nerves 
laid bare, three-fourths of an Inch was re- 
moved from one and an Inch from the 
other. 
This Immediately relieved the 


muscular contraclion, so that tho muscles 
which had for so miiny years been beyond 
tho control of tho patient, at once became 
obedient to his will, and served their legiti- 
mate purpose in opening and closing tho 
lids of tho eyo at bis option. So far 'as 
tho particular object to bo attained by tho 
operation Is concerned it was entirely suc- 
cessful ; but us tho difficulty had boon so 
long standing, il had impaired Mr. Turn- 
er's general health , and il may take months 
to repair the damage that his system has 
sustained from Iho close sympathy of these 
muscles with various organs of the body. 
Ills hoped, however, that his recovery 
may be complete.
